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Shrink Your Foortprint Fair Draws Locals

Rain poured ceaselessly in Southcoast last 
Saturday, but that did not stop environmentally-minded 
locals from hitting the recently-expanded Third Annual 
Shrink Your Footprint Fair. The event - co-sponsored by 
the Marion Institute and other environmental groups 
in the Southeastern Environmental Education Alliance 
(SEEAL) network - took place all afternoon at the New 
Bedford Greater Regional Vocational Technical High 
School. 

For the first time, the fair welcomed children 
and provided an open atmosphere of live music, hip- 
hop, food, drinks, a raffle, and other activities for locals 
interested in reducing their carbon footprint. In the past, 
the event consisted of workshops held over the course of 
several weeks. This year, however, children bustled about 
participating in green-themed creative projects while 
attendees mingled with local businesses. A wide array of 
groups were present, including Buttonwood Park Zoo, 
Dartmouth Natural Resources Trust, Lloyd Center for

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the Environment, Massachusetts Audubon Aliens Pond 
Wildlife Sanctuary, Westport River Watershed Alliance, 
and Alliance for Climate Education. 

Overall, the event included three sessions with 
three separate workshops geared for adults, youth, 
and families /kids. Workshop topics included native 
landscapes, gardening, green parenting, using media 
to get your message out, and worm composting. For 
Massachusetts Audubon Volunteer Coordinator Becky 
Cushing, one event highlight was a vegetable gardening 
workshop for children led by Derek Christianson, a 
pioneer in the movement for local food production. 

"Kids had their hands in the dirt; he had 
his hands in the dirt. It was great to have something 
engaging for the kids,'' Ms. Cushing said. Guiding 
youngsters building Lego towers, painting elaborate 
pictures on a large roll-out sheet of paper, and playing 
Twister (green-style!), Marion Institute Events and 
Membership Director Glenn Oliveira expressed joy at 
attendance levels at the fair. Nearing the close of the day, 
Mr. Oliveira said that more than 40 children had joined in 
the activities. 

Teens passionate about environmentalism also 
participated in the event. According to Ms. Cushing, 
the event succeeded in broadening the age range of 
attendees and drawing in a greater number of youth. 
She said approximately 15 students joined in fair 
activities, including about eight students from the

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vocational technical high school's environmental science 
and educational program and five students from the 
Dartmouth High School's environmental club, among 
others. During a workshop called ''Crafting a Public 
Narrative", students paired up and told each other their 
life stories and how their histories inspired them to attend 
the event. "It was so neat to see them pair up and really 
start sharing with a stranger, discovering things about 
themselves in the process," said Ms. Gushing. 

"Hopefully [youth participation] will continue to 
grow," said Ms. Gushing, noting that she has received a 
flurry of interest from other high schools and community 
groups in participating in next year's event. 

The fair also offered plenty for parents. At the

green parenting workshop, several parents listened 
to four panelists discuss their strategies for raising 
children - from babies to teenagers - in an environmental 
way. Themes that emerged from the talk included the 
importance of buying local and organic food and clothes, 
reducing media exposure and electronic toys to harness 
the imagination, and reusing clothing and toys. At the 
close of the panel, parents discussed the possibility to 
creating a green parenting group - an example of how a 
workshop discussion may continue and flourish beyond 
the event. 

Will the Shrink Your Footprint Fair continue to 
expand? Jennifer Marshall, SEEAL Coordinator, said that 
she is convinced the fair will grow bigger each year. One 
goal for next year is to involve even more students from 
the vocational high school in the execution of the event, 
she said. 

Museum Displays Yawl by 
Mattapoisett Resident 

New Bedford Whaling Museum Press Release 

The world's largest scale model of a Concordia 
Yawl, a boat celebrated in yachting circles as one of the 
most successful and long-lived wooden racer/ cruisers 
ever built, will be exhibited in the New Bedford Whaling 
Museum's Jacobs Family Gallery, free to the public. 

The one-third scale model was built by 
Mattapoisett resident Tom Borges, an artist, sculptor 
and ship's carpenter, in his New Bedford studio over 
the course of seven years. Begun early in 2003, Borges 
constructed the model from scratch using Concordia 
plans together with his own meticulous drawings and 
measurements, taken at the Concordia Boatyard, located 
in South Dartmouth. 

In announcing the special exhibit, James Russell, 
museum president, said: "The Whaling Museum is 
famous as the home of the world's largest ship model, 
Lagoda, so it is fitting that the world's largest model of 
an equally famous and locally built boat, the Concordia 
Yawl, also be displayed here." 

With the mast stepped the boat stands 22-feet tall 
(keel to masthead) in its custom cradle. With miniature

bronze fittings and its 200-pound lead keel, the hull 
measures 15 feet, 2 inches long; its beam, 44'' across. 

The metal and bronze fittings were hand-made 
in a multistep process by cutting the major elements 
on a table saw, TIG welding components together, then 
grinding, filing and polishing each fitting. To fabricate 
cylindrical parts, Borges utilized a metal lathe in the 
mechanical department of Burr Brothers Boatyard in 
Marion, where he works as a ship's carpenter during the 
spring and summer months. Most of the progress on the 
model took place in the off-season, he said. 

By his reckoning, Borges has worked in the 
repair and carpentry department at Burr Brothers for 
the past 13 or 14 years, and never as a boat builder. A 
Mattapoisett native and 1995 graduate of the University 
of Massachusetts Dartmouth, Borges studied Fine Arts, 
majoring in Sculpture. His Cove Street studio, located 
deep within the former Berkshire-Hathaway Mill complex 
is as remarkable as the 22-foot high Concordia, which 
stands landlocked within his cramped but well-lighted 
atelier. The walls and floors are papered with myriad 
works of Borges' art. Numerous portraits and figure 
studies in charcoal and Conte crayon cover the periphery 
of a studio crammed with sculpture, paintings, and 
countless objects of natural study and nautical interest. 
Heaps of books on fine art lie stacked about on the floor 
and serve as much for reference as they do for tables to 
hold palettes, brushes and tools. 

'I've always been interested in models," Borges 
said, pointing to a glass case containing his first attempt, 
a flawless scale model of a Brownell Bass Boat, which he 
also built from scratch in 2003. 

With his first model completed, Borges decided 
he wanted to build something bigger, and just big enough 
to actually sail. This required the model be constructed

with all working parts. "In theory, all the parts are meant 
to work/' Borges said. A snug pilot seat built into the 
miniature cabin at the bottom of the companionway 
allows for the model to be skippered by a set of controls 
from below decks, with a head-and-shoulders view of the 
exterior. Two jammers on the starboard side control the 
main and jib sheets. The single portside jammer controls 
the mizzen sheet. A lever and cable on the starboard side 
controls the tiller. Smiling, the reticent artist added, 'T 
would consider myself far from a sailor; I know how to 
sail but I wouldn't call myself a sailor. Fve always liked 
boats and I like to build things.'' None of his models have 
ever been made on commission. 'T get an idea in my 
head and I just keep going; I make them and they end up 
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staying here/' he said. 

As the Concordia model began to dominate his 
small studio, Mr. Borges wondered what it might be 
worth. He contacted a ship model dealer in Marblehead, 
who responded that he could not appraise a model 
as large as this one, but referred the artist to several 
experts on large ship models as well as on Concordia 
history, including Llewellyn Rowland III, a Trustee 
of the Old Dartmouth Historical Society (ODHS) and 
Whaling Museum. A writer and historian, Mr. Howland 
reviewed photos of the model then called Borges and 
contacted James Russell, Whaling Museum President. 
Mr. Russell, former head of the International Yacht 
Restoration Society (IRYS), visited Mr. Borges' studio 
with John Garfield, ODHS Chair, and Calvin Siegal, 
Museum Advisory Committee Chair. "We were blown 
away by the remarkable workmanship and level of detail. 
We determined that this extraordinary work should be 
made available for the public to see,'' Mr. Russell said. 
Dr. Gregory Galer, V.R Collections and Exhibitions, and 
Frances Levin, Collections Committee Chair, also visited 
the artist. 

The story of the Concordia Company and its 
legendary yawl runs deep in the history of American 
sailing. Established in Boston in 1926 by retired oil 
company executive Llewellyn Howland, Concordia 
Company was named after a Howland family whaling 
vessel. In the 1930s, the company entered the yacht 
design and brokerage business under the direction of 
Howland' s son Waldo. 

Two talented naval architects, C. Raymond Hunt 
and Wilder B. Harris, were associated with Concordia 
Company in the late 1930s. Though differing in their 
approaches to yacht design, the two men worked closely 
and successfully with Waldo Howland on a variety of 
projects. 

Shortly after Concordia Company moved its 
offices to Fairhaven in 1938, a major hurricane swept the 
area causing much loss of life and property, including the 
destruction of countless yachts in South Coast harbors. 
One of the casualties was the boat owned by the company 
founder, Llewellyn Howland, who soon placed an order 
with Concordia Company and Ray Hunt for a 39-foot

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cruising / racing yawl that would perform well in the 
fresh afternoon breezes and choppy seas that prevail on 
Buzzards Bay 

The result was Concordia Company's design 
number 14, which became the classic Concordia Yawl, 
one of the most successful and long-lived stock wooden 
cruiser / racers ever built. When the name Concordia is 
mentioned in sailing circles, it is this class of yawls (and 
some sloops) that comes to mind. 

Between 1938 and 1947, four Concordia yawls 
were built, three (including Llewellyn Rowland's) by 
Casey Boatbuilding Company in Fairhaven, a fourth by 
George Lawley and Son Corp in Neponset, MA. Then in 
1950 a longtime patron of Concordia company decided to

take advantage of Europe's ravaged post-war economy to 
have one of the yawls built by the famous German yacht- 
building firm of Abeking and Rasmussen in Lemwerder 
near Bremerhaven. The result was so satisfactory, and the 
cost so reasonable, that an additional 98 Concordia yawls 
and sloops were built by the German firm before the final 
boat, Irene, hull #103, was shipped from Bremerhaven 
in 1966. All 103 Concordia yawls ever built are still in 
existence today 

Waldo Rowland purchased South Wharf in South 
Dartmouth in 1941, which allowed Concordia Company 
to become a full-service yacht yard. Soon after the war 
it acquired the exclusive right to build wooden Beetle 
Cats. In the late 1950s, in association with the designer 
R. D. Culler, Waldo Rowland and Concordia Company 
began building traditional wooden yachts at a facility on 
the Smith Neck Road in Dartmouth. The company was 
sold to Bill Pinney in 1969, and by Mr. Pinney to Brodie 
MacGregor in 1981, who continues to operate Concordia 
Company today. 

Brodie and son Stuart moved Concordia to 300 
Gulf Road in 2007 where they continue the tradition of 
storing, repairing, and restoring, and selling Concordia 
yawls. "Fourteen of the 150 boats we maintain are 
Concordias,'' said Stuart. "They are at the same time our 
heritage and a critical, current aspect of our business. 
Most rewarding are the opportunities we at Concordia 
get to deliver or sail on owner's boats. For all the good

This year, the government is saying, "We can't 
move forward until you mail it back." In an aggressive 
campaign to get accurate 2010 census numbers, the 
government is enlisting the help of television, Dora 
the Explorer, Facebook and Twitter to get the public's 
attention. 

The 2010 U.S. Census forms started being mailed 
in mid-March 2010 and should have arrived in Tri-Town 
households between March 15 and 17. The government 
is urging the public to "Take 10 in 2010" - that is, take 10

minutes to fill out the form and return it immediately. 

Every 10 years, the federal government conducts 
a census to determine how federal monies should be 
allocated. This year, there is $400 billion on the table, and 
the government needs the public's help in determining 
how the money should be distributed. Among other 
services, these federal funds go to roads, hospitals and 
senior centers. The Constitution of the United States 
actually mandates that such a census, last conducted in 
the year 2000, must be held every 10 years. 

But the biggest hurdle for the government is 
simply getting the public to participate. Moreover, they 
are trying to get the people to participate accurately. 
Children have been historically undercounted ever 
since 1790, and the government is trying to combat this 
problem in 2010 by enlisting the toddler icon - Dora the 
Explorer. Commercials starring Dora encourage parents 
to include their children on their 2010 census form. 

The questions on the form include: how many 
people live in your home, if your home is rented or 
owned, your telephone number, and information about 
the individuals in your household. In a representative 
government, distribution of federal funds is determined 
by population and the needs of the people living in 
different areas. By capturing the demographic of each 
region, the government will know how to best serve the 
people's needs.

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Bureau said that once residents receive their census 
forms, they should send them back immediately. The 
government doesn't have a strict deadline because they 
are hoping that all U.S. households will immediately 
return the census form. However, if census forms are not 
returned by mid- April, the government will dispatch 
census takers to the households who have not yet 
participated. 

But door-to-door census taking is an unnecessary 
expense, said Ms. Costello, who said it costs taxpayers 
$52 for each household that doesn't return their form. The 
envelopes included in the census form are pre-stamped, 
which means returning the forms couldn't be easier. 

In 2000, the participation rate in the United States 
was 72%; in Massachusetts, it was 73%; and in Plymouth 
County specifically, it was above national average at 77%. 
Still, the government is hoping to exceed that number. 

"A lot of federal funding is based on census 
numbers," said Ms. Costello. "There is no fixed number 
that we want for this year's participation, but we certainly 
want to exceed [72%]." 

If you aren't keen on a visit from the census 
takers, then make sure you return your census form if you 
haven't already. If you feel you should have received a 
census form already, or if you have any questions relating 
to your census, call the 2010 Census help line at 1-866-872-

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Marijuana and the Law 

Rochester Police Department

Recently, a Rochester police officer stopped a 
car for a broken headlight. When he approached the 
car, the driver rolled down her window and the officer 
was met by the strong smell of freshly burnt marijuana. 
When asked, both passengers freely admitted to have 
just smoked marijuana. The officer then asked the 
driver, a 20-year-old female, if she had been smoking the 
marijuana prior to and while she was driving the vehicle. 
She replied, "Yeah. Marijuana isn't illegal.'' 

While reading the report, those four words chilled 
me. The first fatal automobile accident that I was involved 
with as a police officer was marijuana related. In that 
case, one passenger was killed and both the driver and 
front-seat passenger received life-long disabling injuries. 
The driver is serving a lengthy prison sentence for motor 
vehicle homicide. This time, the driver was lucky; she was 
only arrested and charged with OUI Drugs. She was also 
misinformed... possession of marijuana is illegal. 

Early last year the marijuana laws in 
Massachusetts changed. While many news reports led 
people to believe this to be the legalization of the drug, 
it's simply not so. The law was amended to change 
the penalties for the possession of one ounce or less of 
marijuana. However, if one person is mistaken in her 
belief, then it's safe to assume that others are as well. 

Question: Is marijuana legal in Massachusetts? 

Answer: No. The new law amended several 
sections of the law, changing the possession of an ounce or 
less of marijuana from a criminal offense to a civil offense. 
This makes marijuana possession punishable by civil 
penalties and forfeiture rather than arrest and criminal 
charges. For an adult, the penalty is a $100 fine and

confiscation of the drug by the police. An offender under 
18 is subject to the same $100 penalty and forfeiture, and 
is also required to complete a drug awareness program. 
The program consists of a four-hour drug awareness class 
and 10 hours of community service. If the drug awareness 
program is not completed within one year, the fine may be 
raised to $1,000. If the offender is under the age of 17, the 
matter may be referred to juvenile court for delinquency 
proceedings. 

Question: How is the fine issued? 

Answer: The process is not dissimilar to receiving 
a traffic ticket. A $100 citation is issued to the offender at 
the time and place of the violation, or if not possible at the 
time, it may be mailed or delivered to the offender within 
15 days. The citation form provides the option of paying 
the fine or requesting a hearing to appeal the matter. 

Question: My child is under 18. Will I be notified? 

Answer: Yes. While the citation is issued to your 
child, you will be notified by the police department 
via mail. If your child fails to pay or complete the drug 
awareness program, you will be held jointly liable with 
your child for any enhanced penalties. The notification 
letter will advise you of the additional obligations 
concerning the drug awareness program. 

Question: What if my child is caught with 
marijuana at school? 

Answer: Massachusetts has a Drug Free School 
and Park Zone law, which prohibits the possession of

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drugs and drug paraphernalia within 1000 feet of the 
property of any public or private school (including 
parochial and vocational schools) and accredited 
preschools and Headstart facilities whether or not school 
is in session. Depending on the circumstance, your child 
may be arrested. Penalties include up to two and a half 
years in jail and fines up to $10,000. The school may 
also administer administrative penalties on its own. 
Possession of contraband is also prohibited within 100 feet 
of any public park, with the same penalties. 

Question: I gave the cop my marijuana. Why did 
he search me for more? 

Answer: The new law only changed the penalty 
for possession of one ounce or less of marijuana. It did 
not legalize it. Just because the possession of a small 
amount now draws a civil fine, it doesn't diminish the 
authority of officers to search people, their possessions, 
and motor vehicles, based on probable cause. Also, by 
definition, police are community caretakers. The courts 
have recognized that limited searches may be made for 
items associated with an imminent health risk based on 
reasonable suspicion. 

Along with the social and health risks associated 
with marijuana, there are legal consequences. This article 
is only a brief synopsis of some of last year's changes 
to Massachusetts drug laws regarding the possession 
of marijuana. Actual circumstances may become more 
complex. An attorney should be consulted if you need 
advice.

In his Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
LaCamera informed the Board that Veteran's Agent Barry 
Denham and Veteran's Secretary Paula Butterfield had 
received their "certificate in training" for completing their 

annual Veteran's Service training. 

Mr. LaCamera also presented the Board with a 
signed petition to change a town by-law to allow airstrips 
in town. Selectman Morse expressed concern over some of 
the petition wording and thought they should seek more 
information from the Federal Aviation Administration 
(FAA), but Mr. LaCamera said that they had to vote to 
include the petition as is for town meeting. At town 
meeting, they will be able to recommend changes. The 
Board voted to send the petition to the planning board for 
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inclusion in the town meeting. 

A stack of binders and papers were piled on the 
table next to the Board during the meeting. Mr. LaCamera 
informed the Board that this impressive pile represented 
the 180 subcontractors who were interested in bidding on 
the Rochester Memorial School (RMS) project. They are 
"expecting very competitive bids'' on March 30 according 
to Mr. LaCamera, since the are a lot of contractors looking 
for work right now. 

Further in RMS construction news, Mr. LaCamera 
informed the Board that the pre-cast construction costs 
came in below budget. The pre-cast construction is 
planned to start going up in the first week of July, and 
the shell of the edition will be complete in fewer than 12 
days. The school will then occupy the edition by January 
1, 2011, so the old section of the school can be renovated, 
and the entire project is scheduled for completion in fall 
of 2011. "It's going along very, very well," Mr. LaCamera 
said. 

In a capital needs update, Mr. LaCamera said that 
Rochester did not currently have a lot of capital needs. 
The two items that the town currently needs are: turnout 
gear for the Fire Department, and $4 million in roadwork. 
The town only has $500,000 in Chapter 90 money for 
roadwork, with $280,000 more scheduled to come in. Mr. 
LaCamera thinks that since interest rates are so low right 
now, the town could possibly borrow the money for work 
and pay the loan back with further Chapter 90 funding.

As far as FYIO budget funding goes, the town is 
$34,000 over budget for snow and ice removal, but this 
was expected after a couple of tough winter months. "It 
isn't too bad considering,'' said Mr. LaCamera, who was 
hopeful that the snow and ice is over for the season. 

Mr. LaCamera described the 2011 budget as a 
"moving target". Initial budgets have been presented 
to the Board of Selectmen and the Finance Committee 
(FinCom) as a "level-funded" budget. "But on Friday, we 
had another surprise," said Mr. LaCamera. The House 
and Senate have recommended a 4% reduction in Chapter 
70 funds, which means a reduction in $87,000 of funding 
for Rochester. 

After working with FinCom, Mr. LaCamera came 
up with a list of suggested ways to reduce the budget. 
Among other items, Mr. LaCamera suggested cutting 
allocated funds that had allowed for an increase of three 
more people on the town health insurance plan. Another 
suggested cut reduced the money budgeted for a town 
planner. Also, the town purchases a new police cruiser 
each year, but Mr. LaCamera thought that they could 
reduce their costs by perhaps only leasing a new cruiser 
this year. 

Mr. LaCamera said that he simply couldn't 
"absorb any more cuts". If the state were to announce 
further budget cuts, the money may have to come from 
the funding for the RMS renovation.

a letter from Paul Lund requesting permission to cross a 
small parcel of town land for access to his campground. 
The Board voted to grant this annual request. 

In a final agenda item. Chairman Nunes informed 
the Board that he had recently attended a meeting w^ith 
Rochester School Committee Chairperson Sharon Hartley, 
Superintendent Douglas White and Tow^n Council. RMS 
principal Jay Ryan w^as invited to the meeting, but did not 
attend. The meeting was held to address rumors about 
non-resident children attending Rochester Memorial 
School. Rochester does not currently opt into the ''School 
Choice'' program, which allows towns to get tuition 
money for students who choose to attend their school. 

When Chairman Nunes requested information 
on out-of-town students attending RMS, the information 
was not provided from Mr. Ryan, but he learned from 
Ms. Hartley that there is currently one non-resident child 
attending RMS. 

"We went over this a year ago," said Chairman 
Nunes. "We still seem to be in the dark." The Board 
said that they were hoping that they could at least 
enact "School Choice" so the town could get money for 
non-resident children who attended RMS. The school 
committee said that this would happen once the new 
school is completed. 

Town Council has recommended that the Board 
send an official "Freedom of Information" request to the 
school committee to learn more about the non-resident 
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student (or students) attending RMS. Mr. LaCamera 
thought that the vote might be unnecessary since he 
suspected the information would be revealed by the 
end of the night after a meeting with Principal Jay Ryan. 
Still, the Board voted to send the request contingent on 
receiving the information without the request. 

''This is a very sensitive subject/' said Selectman 
Parker. The information on the student or students will 
not be made public. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen will be on March 22 at 6:30. The Board 
adjourned at 7:44 pm. 
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Board Will Proceed with Aquaculture Hearing 

Marion Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Stephen 
Gushing on March 16, 2010 at 7:00 pm. Also in attendance 
were Selectmen Roger Blanchette and Jonathan Henry, 
Town Administrator Paul Dawson and Assistant to the 
Selectmen Helene Graver. 

Before starting the agenda, the Board asked for 
a moment of silence for Judge Ghris Byron, a former 
resident of Marion, who passed away last week. Judge 
Byron was a decorated veteran of the Korean War, 
earning 4 purple hearts in his service and a silver star, 
and was a Supreme Gourt Justice in Massachusetts. "He 
was a great friend and a great citizen,'' said Selectman 
Henry. "He will be sorely missed." 

After a signing of the warrants, the Board voted 
to approve the minutes of the March 2, 2010 meeting. 

In their first appointment of the evening, the 
Board met with Mark Rasmussen and Korrin Peterson 
from the Goalition for Buzzard's Bay (GBB). The 
Goalition had met with the Board at a prior meeting to 
discuss possible sources of contamination that would 
be degrading the water quality in the areas of Sippican 
Harbor and Hammett's Gove. Gomparatively Marion 
bodies of water are not as healthy as other bodies in the 
Bay, and GBB sought the Board's permission to find the

source or sources of contamination. 

Mr. Rasmussen had presented evidence at the 
prior meeting that CBB suspected the source to be in the 
Aucoot lagoon area, where there is a closed sewerage 
treatment system. CBB suspected there was a leak in the 
lagoon and asked the Board's permission to dig wells and 
see if the suspicion was well-founded. 

Since that meeting. Selectman Blanchette looked 
on the Coalition's website and saw that the data and 
charts presented there were different than the ones 
that they received from CBB at the prior meeting. The 
online data seemed more optimistic and showed an 
improvement in the Marion water in the past year. The 
Board asked Mr. Rasmussen and Ms. Peterson to return to 



explain the discrepancy. 

Mr. Rasmussen explained that the data on the 
website was based on annual ''point'' data, whereas the 
information that they had previously presented to the 
Board was based on a "five-year running average", which 
he cited as being more reliable for spotting actual trends. 

"I was uncomfortable when we voted for it," 
Selectman Blanchette admitted, hoping that they could 
collect data for another year or two before "digging pits". 

"We are giving you every bit of data we have," 
replied Mr. Rasmussen. "There is no reason why Marion 
harbor shouldn't be as healthy as Onset bay." 

"I think you are barking up the wrong tree," said 
Selectman Blanchette, who suggested that, instead of 
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collecting water quality data in May through September 
only (as is the current protocol for CBB), collect the data 
year-round to include all trends. 

But Mr. Rasmussen said it wasn't that easy. They 
can only gather useful information on water quality 
when it is most vulnerable - in the summer months. 
Mr. Rasmussen said that any harbor, even a notoriously 
unstable one like New Bedford harbor, would come up 
clean in the winter months. 

Again, the mystery as to the source of pollution 
was discussed, but for town resident Ray Pickles, 
the source was obvious. "They should be looking at 
ChemLawn [and TruGreen],'' Mr. Pickles said. "When 
they spray down the herbicide and then there is a heavy 
rain, what do we see the next day in the harbor? Dead 
fish." 

Mr. Rasmussen agreed that chemical sprays 
for lawns were bad and that the public needed to be 
educated on the use of such treatments, but he also said, 
'T'd be really surprised if that were the principal source." 

Mr. Pickles and the Board both felt that the 
lagoons at Aucoot were a very unlikely source of the 
pollution, and felt that the testing should include 
pumping stations and any potential leaks there. 

Mr. Rasmussen pointed out that a 1995 town- 
funded study conducted by CVM Engineering cited the 
Aucoot lagoons as a source of concern. 

After discussion, however, the Board decided to 
uphold its previous decision to allow CBB to continue 
testing in the area of the lagoons, with the understanding 
that the Coalition will return to the Board with its 
findings and continue searching elsewhere - like around 
the pumping stations - if they find nothing in the lagoons. 
Mr. Dawson also said that CVM Engineering would be 
consulted. 

In a second appointment, the Board met with 
Bob Wedge, chairman of the Zoning Board of Appeals. At 
the last Selectmen meeting, the ZBA asked the Board to 
appoint Tom Cooper as a full member of the ZBA. Since 
there are three alternates who have been with the ZBA 
for a while, the Board of Selectmen asked Mr. Wedge to 
explain why the other members had not been considered 
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for the opening. 

Mr. Wedge explained that other obligations and 
seasonal residence in Marion meant that the alternate 
members were not interested in the full position. The 
Board, satisfied with this explanation, appointed Mr. 
Cooper to the ZBA as a full member. 

In action items, the Board: 

• Decided to delay voting on a premise access 
license with Verizon for Little Neck Village until they can 
determine if the lines can be run underground. 

• Voted to grant a one-day all-alcohol license to 
the Marion Social Club for March 27, 2010. 

• Voted to proclaim April 22 Marion Arbor Day. 

• Voted to accept the lowest qualified bidder. 
Green Acres Landscape and Construction Co., Inc. 

of Lakeville, MA in the amount of $1,380,255.70 for 
work on phase two of the village roadwork. Selectman 
Henry voted against the bid acceptance, citing the large 
discrepancy in the bidding totals that came in, and citing 
concern for the quality of work that will come from a "real 
low bid". 

• Voted to proceed with a public hearing 
regarding an aquaculture license filed by Greenport 
Consulting Inc. The vote did not approve the license, but 
only allowed the Board to continue with a public hearing, 
which will determine the outcome of the actual license. 
The abutters have been notified by the applicant, but 

the Board decided to send their own notification to the 
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abutters via registered mail, and decided to expand the 
list of abutters notified. The public hearing will take place 
on April 6, 2010, at the next Board of Selectmen meeting. 

In his Town Administrator's report, Mr. Dawson 
informed the Board that the police station construction 
was coming along on target and should be completed by 
June 2010. 

There being no more business, the Board voted to 
adjourn at 8:55 pm. 

Board Requests Resubmission of Petition 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board was called to order by Chairman Thomas M. 
Tucker at 7:30 pm at the Mattapoisett Town Hall. Also 
present were board members Karen Field, John Matthieu, 
Robert McNamara, and Mattapoisett Highway Surveyer 
Barry J. Denham. 

The sole agenda item was the submission of a 
Form A application - an application for endorsement of 
a plan believed not to require approval - by Angelica 
Associates. The petition sought to combined lots 189 
and 195 on the northerly corner of Angelica Ave for the 
purpose of sale. 

"The goal is to generate money with what we can 
do with the rest of the land," said Cynthia Hiller from 
Angelica Associates. "This is a lot with water views and 
there is not a whole lot abutting this [lot]," she said. 

Upon closer examination of the application, Mr. 
Matthieu identified some problems with the drafting of 
the plan. "[The engineer] doesn't have it labeled right," 
he said, noting that the engineer's draft plan failed to 
account for the lots properly. However, he said, "I have 
no problem approving it after the plan is corrected." Ms. 
Miller and the board then agreed to revisit the application 
at a later time once corrections have been made. 

The board then approved the minutes from its 
March 1 meeting. 

Following that discussion, the board briefly 
discussed an upcoming petition involving properties 
at Park Place. Mr. Denham expressed concern that the 
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upkeep of the landscaping at the entrance to Park Place 
could fall to the responsibility of the highway department. 
When a street-side area is not maintained, "it always 
becomes the highway department's responsibility/' Mr. 
Denham said. 

The board agreed and requested Mr. Denham 
bring up this concern at the related public hearing to 
officially state that the responsibility for landscaping is 
not the town's job. 

The Board voted to adjourn at 7:50 pm. 

ORR School District Talks Assessments 

Old Rochester Regional School District

A regular meeting of the Old Rochester Regional 
School District was called to order by Chairman Peter 
Bangs at 7:00 pm in the ORR Cafeteria. Also present were 
committee members Robin Rounseville, Virginia Beams, 
Joseph Scott, John Russell, Paula Meere, Paul Silva and 
Nick Decas. Additional attendees included ORRHS 
Principal Michael Devoll, ORRJHS Principal Kevin 
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Brogioli, Superintendent Douglas White, School Business 
Administrator Kathleen Isernio and Director of Student 
Services Theresa Hamm. 

Superintendent White repeated for a public 
audience a presentation given on February 25 regarding 
the budget. Essentially, he outlined the FYll proposed 
budget for the district. The draft budget is funded at 
$15,321,458, which is a 1.10% increase over FYIO levels. 

Principal Devoll discussed ways of offsetting 
the anticipated $459,772 in cuts by implementing new 
parking fees, imposing fee increases on student and sports 
activities, and opening up an additional 15 spaces in the 
school for out-of-district students via School Choice. 
School Choice brings tuition money into the schools when 
out-of-district students opt to attend ORR. 

Mr. White's presentation offered a historical 
perspective on cuts to ORR District since 2003, which 
include the loss of science, art, physical education, 
business, library and computer lab teachers and 
paraprofessionals at the high school, and the elimination 
of eight positions district- wide, including technology 
coordinator, assistant superintendent, and early childhood 
coordinator. Mr. White said the exercise helped him 
understand the district as a newbie superintendent; he 
also noted that the lack of centrality due to lost district- 
wide positions has hindered communications efforts. 

Mr. White interjected a discussion on town 
assessments during his presentation. He said the 
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assessment figures - which equal $236,696 for Rochester, 
$-60,226 for Mattapoisett and $34,538 for Marion for 
the operating budget - are calculated partly by student 
population, partly by wealth and property values, and 
also are shaped by minimum local spending determined 
by the towns, not the school committees. 

Specifically, Mr. White said that net school 
spending - which is used to determine assessments - is 
different from town-to-town as it is based on factors such 
as wealth and property values, not student population. 
Minimum local contribution thus varies by town and 
affects how much each town spends per student. 
Factoring in capital costs, Marion spends $13,316 per 
student; Mattapoisett spends $12,868 per student; and 
Rochester spends $10,416 per student. Ms. Isernio noted 
that Rochester had its minimum contribution increase 
by $100,000, thus the town had to make up the shortfall 
when state aid did not come through. When the Rochester 
population increased, they lost funding from minimum 
contribution, she said. 

The other half of the assessment equation - based 
on revenues from state aid, school choice. Medicaid 
reimbursement and other sources of revenues - is 
calculated by student population. 

At the close of the talk on assessments, Mr. Bangs 
clarified from Mr. White that the towns - not the school 
board committees - determine the minimum contribution. 
Following his discussion on assessments, Mr. Silva joked: 
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Have you been involved in an accident?

Mr. White then wrapped up the presentation, 
drawing more examples on how the school has changed 
since 2003. In response to a question about cuts, Mr. 
Brogioli confirmed that Technology Education will no 
longer exist at the junior high. 

The school board adjourned at 7:45pm 

Sara Delano Visits the Mattapoisett Library

This past rainy Sunday, March 14, at 2:00, the 
Mattapoisett Library held a presentation on Sara Delano 
Roosevelt given by the lovely and vibrant Natalie 
Hemingway. 

Ms. Hemingway slid easily into the character of 
Sara Delano. Her props were a long black dress with lace 
collar and many laminated photographs her assistant Ms. 
Susan held up for the audience to see. 

Sara Delano's life began in 1854. She was born 
at the Delano estate on the Hudson River, "where the 
hills and the river meet." The name "Sarah" was already 
in the family, as it was Sara's aunt's name. The family 
decided to drop the "h" on the end, but still unsatisfied, 
the nickname "Sally" was given to her when she was still 
a young girl. 

Sara's parents had a family business trading tea 
and opium with China, and they often left on trips there, 
and Sara was left with family in Fairhaven, MA. When 
Sara was five or six and staying in Fairhaven, she got 
whooping cough, which was treated by local Dr. Oliver 
W. Holmes, a well-known property owner in the area. 

Eventually, Sara went away to school, where 
she learned French and German, and also made the 
acquaintance of Bamie Roosevelt, Theodore's sister. 
Theodore was then known as "Rosie." At a party at 
Rosie's home in New York, when Sara was 26, a close 
friend pointed out that "Rosie's father is looking at

you/' Rosie's father was James Roosevelt, then 52 years 
old, and indeed, he corresponded with Sara for a few 
weeks after the initial meeting, and asked for her hand 
in marriage shortly thereafter. This was in June 1880, and 
by August 1880, the announcement of their engagement 
was made, and the wedding was set for October 7, 1880 at 
Springwood. 

Their early marriage was filled with travel, 
until August 1881, when Sara announced that she was 
''not feeling very well/' She was "very tired", and said 
"Mr. James, I might have to go home." In fact, she was 
with child, and on January 30, 1882, at 9:30 am. Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt was born. According to James' diary, 
"Sally gave us a bouncing boy who weighed 10 pounds

"Warren/' a family name, Sara's brother approached 
them with a concern; his own son, born just a matter of 
weeks earlier, had only lived for two weeks, and they 
wanted him to be remembered as "Warren." The sadness 
of his loss would be too deep if this child was also named 
"Warren." So, Sara and James named their son "Franklin," 
another family name, instead. 

A house was purchased at this time on Walnut 
Street in Fairhaven. Soon enough. Franklin grew, with 
passions including photography and stamp-collecting. 
He came down with scarlet fever while away at school, 
and Sara demanded to see her son, although he was 
quarantined. The story is that her request was refused, so 
she "asked the handyman if he would get me a ladder" 
which she propped against the building and had a brief 
chat with her ill son through the window. 

Franklin entered Harvard in 1900, and James 
died, leaving Sara all alone. Sara continued a close 
relationship with her beloved son, making her feelings 
regarding his engagement to Eleanor well known. 

Ms. Hemingway continued the presentation 
with more interesting facts about Franklin's life, and she 
wrapped the show explaining that she "writes books, as 
you know." Her next story will be "The Unsinkable Molly 
Brown," and it is not to be missed! 



Board Approves Two Variances 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

A regular meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals was called to order by Chairman Richard J. 
Manning, Jr. at 7:30 pm in the Rochester Town Hall. Also 
present were committee members Benjamin Gilmore, III, 
Davis Sullivan and Michael J. Kennefick. 

The Board proceeded to review a variance 
petition on behalf of David and Ann-Marie Francis of 
22 Gerrish Road. The residents are seeking to build a 16 
foot by 12 foot one-story shed to store garden tools and a 
tractor. Due to the topography of their lot, the petitioners 
only can build the shed in a location that would exceed 
allowable setbacks requirements. 

Two neighbors who attended the public hearing 
in general approved of the plan, but raised some 
questions regarding the use of the shed. The abutter also 
expressed concern about the shed's environmental impact 
and a general increase in noise. Specifically, the abutter 
wanted to know how Mr. and Ms. Francis intended to 
use the shed, but Chairman Manning replied that the 
shed is an accessory structure to a home, thus "the board 
does not police the use of the shed." He added: "It can't 
become a hotdog stand, of course, but we can't put 
restrictions on the use of the structure." 

In response to environmental concerns, Mr. 
Francis told the abutters: "We have no intention of

Updates from ORR

Currently there is a wealth of information 
available to parents on the school website. First, parents 
can access a downloadable version of the PowerPoint 
that had been presented by the guidance counselors 
on Parent's Night earlier this month. The presentation 
has information about the course selection process, 
requirements for graduation, and requirements for 
admission to different caliber colleges. Most of the 
presentation is dedicated to describing the academic 
standards at ORR. Broken down by department, the 
PowerPoint indentifies the department coordinators, the 
suggested sequence of classes for all four years of high 
school, and the differences between A level. Honors level, 
and A.P classes within those subjects.

Chris Byron, a retired Superior Court judge and decorated 
Korean War veteran, died Tuesday, March 9, 2010.. He was 
82. 

Colleagues described Byron, a Rochester resident who 
died unexpectedly at Brigham and Women's Hospital in Bos- 
ton, as a brilliant lawyer and judge who was strong-willed and 
demanding but fair. "He had great integrity, absolute integ- 
rity," said David McLaughlin, a retired Superior Court judge 
who worked as a law partner with Byron in the 1970s. "There 
was never any question about that when you worked for him." 

His sister, Joanne, said he cared about all people, regard- 
less of their backgrounds. "I will remember him for his won- 
derful sense of humor, and his patience and love for so many 
people," she said. 

His friends and family also remembered him as a war 
hero and avid sailor who was proud of his Greek heritage. 

"He was very devoted to his family as a husband, father, 
grandfather, brother and son," said daughter Christina Byron 
in an e-mail message. "He and his wife enjoyed traveling to- 
gether and sailing with their family. He loved skiing, garden- 
ing, dancing, singing, storytelling and talking to anyone and 
everyone and was a huge history buff." 

Bom in New Bedford, he was raised in Buzzards Bay, 
one of five children of James and Evelyn Byron. 

He served in the Army from 1948 to 1952. As a lieu- 
tenant with the 70th Tank Battalion in Korea, Byron lost an 
eye. He was wounded four times during his service. He won 
the Silver and Bronze stars for gallantry in action, the Purple 
Heart with two oak leaf clusters, the Korean Service Medal 
and the Republic of Korea Presidential Citation. 

In 1974, Gov. Francis W. Sargent appointed Byron to 
the Third District Court. Five years later, he was appointed 
associate justice of the Superior Court by Gov. Edward King. 

Although Byron never sought a judgeship in the first 
place, Sargent pleaded with him to take the district court posi- 
tion. Byron insisted that people substantiate their arguments 
with facts, not just broad strokes, McLaughlin said. "He 
expected you to be prepared," he said. "He did not grant favor 
to anybody because of the size of their law firm or their age 
or their background. It was the performance in the courtroom 
that counted." 

As a judge, Byron was thoughtful and capable, said 
John M. Xifaras, also a former Superior Court judge. "When 
you tried a case in front of Chris Byron, you got a fair trail," 
Xifaras said. 

Attorney Jack Folan said when a lawyer brought an 
important legal issue to Byron, he would always listen, and 
he was never afraid to make decisions. After Byron retired 
in 1993, he would visit Folan's office on Saturdays, and they 
would talk about the law and other matters. "He was someone 
who was always engaged in what was going on," Folan said. 
"He was interested in everything that you could think of. He 
was a lawyer's lawyer and a judge's judge." 

Byron is survived by his wife, Priscilla, daughters 
Christina of San Francisco and Dimitra Dugal of Wyoming, 
grandchildren Brendan, Addison and Elijah, brothers Charles

Rent Comes to ORR

After weeks of 
rehearsals, the students of the 
Old Rochester Regional Drama 
Club are eager to present Rent: 
The High School Edition. This 
is the first time a high school 
in the area will be presenting 
the widely acclaimed, Tony- 
award winning rock opera by 

Jonathan Larson. 

First produced off-Broadway in 1994, Rent is 
a musical loosely-based on the 1896 opera LaBoheme 
by Giacomo Puccini. Like LaBoheme, the story of Rent 
deals with artists, philosophers and performers, whose 
lives intermingle as they struggle to deal with love, 
drugs, AIDS and paying the rent. 

Since the original Broadway version of Rent has 
mature themes, ORR drama director Paul Sardinha said 
that the Music Theatre International (MTI) produced an 
edited version of the script for high schools to perform. 
Among several language changes, the high school 
version omits the sexually explicit song "Contact". Still, 
even the edited version of the musical will have some 
themes that are for older students only. 

But Mr. Sardinha has no apprehension 
about the content. "I pick [the musicals] carefully," 
said Mr. Sardinha, "and I get full support from the 
administration." After 19 years as the drama director 
at ORR, Mr. Sardinha has certainly earned this trust. 
This is just one of the musical "firsts" Mr. Sardinha has 
brought to ORR. Among other plays and musicals, ORR 
has been first to perform: Thoroughly Modern Millie, 
Candide, Les Miserables, Into the Woods and Ragtime. 

Besides theme, Mr. Sardinha is not scared off 
by the sheer scope of large productions like Grease and 
Rent. Over 70 students are involved in Rent: the High 
School Edition, both on-stage and off, but Mr. Sardinha 
accepts and enjoys the challenge. "I'm really enjoying 
working with the kids," he said. 

And the kids are enjoying their work with Mr. 
Sardinha as well. Junior Alex Mello plays the part of 
Mimi, an exotic dancer who struggles with her heroin 
addiction and AIDS. Ms. Mello said, "I'm having so 
much fun and I love the cast." Ms. Mello went to see 
the musical last summer when it was performed in 
Boston and said that she "fell in love with it." Her main 
challenge in her role as Mimi was having to adapt to the 



"strong personality" that is Mimi. 

For senior Spencer Johnson, the energy of Rent 
makes it a thrill to perform. "It's a great feeling to be on 
stage, to be holding one of those long notes," said Mr. 
Johnson. "The energy is insane." Mr. Johnson plays the 
role of Mark Cohen, a filmmaker who is struggling with 
AIDS and depression. 

Rent is a bittersweet musical that started under 
sad circumstances. The writer of the musical, Jonathan 
Larson, died the day before production night from a 
congenital heart defect. The show still went on, but 
Mr. Larson never lived to see his rock opera make 
Broadway, and stay there for 12 years. He also never 
lived to see the musical get a Tony award for Best 
Musical or the Pulitzer Prize for Best Drama. 

The themes of Rent deal with living for the 
moment, and spending your days with the ones you 
love. Like the ORR fall drama production. Our Town, 
Rent uses sparse setting and encourages us to leave the 
auditorium with a renewed lease on life. It reminds us 
that there are a lot of forces we can't control, but as 
long as we have to struggle, we might as well endure 
the struggle with the people we love. 

"No matter where you are, if you choose your 
friends well, you will be there with other people just 
like you," said Mr. Sardinha. "It's a celebration of life 
and friends. It's quite a brilliant production and I know 
the audience is going to love it." 

Mr. Johnson adds, "It's all about living your 
life. If something happens, just get back up. Like the 
song 'No Day But Today' says, 'there is no future, there 
is no past' . You are not guaranteed tomorrow, so live 
every day like it's your last." 

The students involved in the production have 
worked evenings and weekends tirelessly and will be 
performing the musical on Friday and Saturday (March 
18 and 19) at 7:30 pm, and will give a day performance 
on Sunday, March 20 at 2:00 pm. 

"The kids are phenomenal," said Mr. Sardinha. 
"They love the show, so they are well-prepared." 
Tickets are $15 for adults, and $12 for seniors and 
students. Mr. Sardinha said that students who want to 
attend a second night can be readmitted for $5 with their 
student identification card if they retain the ticket stub 
from the previous night. 

Mr. Sardinha said that this is a "guaranteed 
night of pleasure for everyone" - so come check out this 
highly anticipated production of Rent I

Mattapoisett Tax Collector News 

Motor Vehicle Excise Tax bills for the first 
commitment of 2010 were mailed on February 26, 2010. 
Payments are due in the Collector's Office on or before 
March 29. 

Information on Motor Vehicle Excise Bills is 
supplied by the Registry of Motor Vehicles. Taxpayers 
should confirm that the RMV has their correct mailing 
address and place of garaging. Additional time and 
taxpayer money is spent in re-mailing bills returned from 
the Post Office for incorrect addresses. 

According to State statute, failure to receive a tax 
bill does not relieve the taxpayer of the requirement to 
pay the tax bill and any resulting interest if the payment 
is late. Interest accrues daily at a rate of 12% on excise tax 
bills not paid by the due date. A Demand Fee of $15, as 
authorized by a vote at the May 11, 2009 Annual Town 
Meeting, shall be added to bills not paid by the due date. 

For questions regarding registration transfers or 
cancellations, taxpayers should contact the Assessors' 
Office at 508-758-4100, ext. 3. Taxpayers who have not 
received a bill should contact the Collector's Office 
at 508-758-4100, ext.

Going Green

Green Zone. Starring Matt Damon and Greg Kinnear. 
Directed by Paul Greengrass. Running time: 115 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

One productive way to approach Green Zone 
might be as a dark comedy of frustration. Early on, 
warrant officer Roy Miller (Matt Damon) and his team 
are in Baghdad after the 2003 shock- and- awe, in search 
of weapons of mass destruction. They speed out to a 
congested area full of looters. They navigate around the 
looters and discover that a confirmed WMD site is being 
defended by a sniper. They take out the sniper and move 
in, fumbling around in the dark building. Will they find 
what they're looking for? We know they won't, but they 
don't know that. Miller has run two other missions with 
the same results. He's beginning to get annoyed. 

Green Zone tracks Miller as he ricochets around 
Baghdad like a righteous bullet, looking for The Truth. 
Are there actually WMDs here, and if not, why does 
government Intel keep sending men like Miller and his 
team into harm's way to chase shadows? Director Paul 
Greengrass, who worked with Damon on the last two 
Bourne films, employs his usual shaky-cam to sometimes 
vertiginous effect — it's a rugged, you-are-there style, 
pumping up excitement. It's a thriller in which we're 
forever ahead of the hero; we know The Truth he seeks, 
and it's not a very happy one, so the action is in service 
of an almost nihilistic mood. Matt Damon pokes his nose 
into every seething comer of Baghdad to uncover the 
pointlessness of his very career. 

Greg Kinnear turns up as the Pentagon slickster 
who wants to keep the WMD ruse going for the suckers 
back home. Whoever cast him deserves a cold beer, since 




he and Damon previously shared the screen — and a body 

— as Siamese twins in Stuck on You. The actors have a 
couple of clenched, hostile exchanges here, and I was left 
imagining how many takes they must have ruined because 
they couldn't keep straight faces. Damon also has strong 
rapport with Brendan Gleeson as a CIA man who bluntly 
tells Miller he's wasting his time; movies could do worse 
than to pull in seasoned, hard-bitten Brit actors to set the 
hero straight (Ray Winstone also performed this function 
in Edge of Darkness). 

As Miller gets closer to the identity of 
"Magellan," the mysterious source of info about WMDs, 
Green Zone never stops for a breath, and neither does 
Miller. The last third is fairly exhausting. Miller bounces 
around the city, browbeating gullible reporter Amy Ryan 
or conscripting Iraqi civilian Khalid Abdalla (in perhaps 
the film's best performance) for near-constant service as 
his "translator." There's torture, there's a lengthy chase 

— a real action- thriller climax, except the thrills turn to 
ashes in our mouths. Green Zone says that not even Matt 
Damon in full fury can change much of anything. By 
the end, the Iraqi people are already rejecting the U.S.- 
approved "democracy" Kinnear's character wants to put 
into place, and Miller emails his findings off to every 
major media outlet in the Western world, for all the good 
it'll ultimately do. Mission unaccomplished.
